for the Musee de Carcassone; of 1885 for the 
Musee de Chalons-sur-Marne; of 1886 for 
Agee the “Musee de Morlais,’’ of 1897 for the 
ae Musee de Nantes, and the city of Paris 
acquired his painting, “‘L’Ajieule.’’ Besides 
Aime Perret is represented in many of the most 
prominent private collections in France and 
abroad. He is called the painter of ithe 
' “happy peasants” in difference of Millet, who 
painted the “‘very poor peasants.”’ History will 
place the name of Aime Perret in the same class 
with those of Millet, Rousseau, Jacque, and all 
those great artists who have shown us in their 
works the poetry of the field, its joys, its sor- 
rows, and its eternal beauty.
